Departmental 
des Sinistrég; the Judicial Committee of 
La Rénaissance des Cités, the Judicial 
Committee ef the Unien Centrale des 
Gomités des Réfugies, and the Comité 
a@'Action pour le Reparation Integral 
des Dommages de Guerre have all made 
extensive studies of laws affecting refu- 
gees, war indemnities, redistribution of 
farm land, sanitation, &e. They are all 
having a attong influence on the legisia- 
tion now before the French Parliament. 
‘A great many societies and individuals 
have been doing impertant relief work 
in the Invaded departments. Their work 
is now co-ordinated in a apecial Dureau 
of the Ministry of the Liherated Re- 
sions. They have been giving or edling 
clothing, furniture, -eeoking - utensils, 
farming instruments, seeds, fertilisers, 
farm animals, bedding, and feed fer the 
returning refugees. - The Américan Red 
Cross has had a delegate in each of the 
invaded departments, with several as- 
sistants in each department.. They 
worked directly with the’ French, author- 
ities and have distribated large amounts 
of urgency eupplies in these regions. 

The Anglo-American Friends Mission 
has been 4aorkfng ‘in the devastated 
regions ever sinee the beginhing of the 
war. Their first work wes in the Meuse 
and the Marne, in the district between 
Vitry-le-Frangoile apd Ber-le-Duc. In 
the Spring and Summer of 1917 they did 
splendid werk in the. Alsne the 
Semme, 
men and women, in the field distributing 
relief of all kivids. New they are plan- 
ning a big reeonstruction effort south- 
west of-Verdun. -
